In  the  midst  of  on  c-angellstlc  meeting  the  pas¬ 
tor  announced  at  the  close  of  the  evening  service 
that  he  and  some  others  had  agreed  to  remain  for 
awhile  to  wait  upon  the  Lord  for  still  greater  pow¬ 
er  and  blessings  and  that  whoever  wished  to 
might  remain  with  them.  When  the  great  crowd 
had  gone  out,  something  like  a  hundred  were  left 
The  meeting  be^an  very  Informally  with  the  read¬ 
ing  of  some  scriptural  promise  and  prayers.

Some  would  rise  Just 
as  Impressed  to  give  testimony,  to  read  a  scripture, 
to  lead  In  a  prayer,  or  to  suggest  a  song.  About 
midnight  a  few  others  had  left  and  about  one 
o’clock  one  family  came  back  with  the  testimony 
that  they  had  gone  home  but  being  unable  to  go 
to  sleep,  felt  Impressed  to  return  to  tho  services. 
Tbe  meeting  continued  until  broad  daylight  the 
next  morning.  One  of  the  men  who  was  heard 
for  the  first  time  leading  In  prayer  at  this  meeting 
la  now  a  honored  deaeon  of  the  church.  A  young 
man  who  had  never  before  spoken  In  public  Is 
now  an  outstanding  leader  of  the  young  people  and 
a  young  business  man  of  wide  Influence.  At  the 
morning  service  following  this  all-night  prayer 
meeting  there  were  fourteen  additions  to  the 
church,  which  represented  around  (2,000,000  of 
consecrated  money.

A  PROPHET’S  VISION  MARVELOUSLY’ 
REALIZED  ' 

(Rev.  L.  R.  Scarborough,  D.  D.,  Oeneral  Director.) 

There  were  prophets  In  Old  Testament  times. 

With  somewhat  different  functions,  there  are 

•  r 

prophets  In  this  day.  Old  Testament  prophets 
had  their  God-given  visions.  Modified  by  the  ne¬ 
cessities  of  a  differing  environment  mountain  peak 
men  along  the  ages  have  not  only  had  Splrtt- 
wrought  convictions,  but  have  seen  Spirit-delin¬ 
eated  visions.  In  my  own  mind  there  Is  no  deep¬ 
er  conviction  than  that  the  Southwestern  Theolog¬ 
ical  Seminary  is  on  earth  today  in  answeT  to  a 
prayer  and  in  accordance  with  a  vision  Ood  gave 
to  B.  H.  Carroll.  So  often  have  I  heard  him  tell 
it  and  so  profoundly  did  It  Impress  me  that  I  think 
I  ran  give  It  almost  In  his  words.  I  shall  tell  it 
as  I  heard  him  tell  it  to  the  trustees  of  Baylor 
University  In  the  early  fall  of  1906. 

"I  was  traveling  through  the  Panhandle  of  Tex¬ 
as  In  a  Port  Worth  and  Denver  train.  My  deaf¬ 
ness  made  conversation  with  my  fellow  passengers 
Impracticable.  I  had  read  till  my  eyes  were  weary 
and  sat  looking  out  across  the  limitless  prarles 
which  forty  years  before  I  had  traversed  as  a  Tex¬ 
as  Hanger,  when  the  plains  were  alive  with  Buf¬ 
falo  and  wild  Indians.  Soon  I  became  uncon¬ 
scious  of  plains  and  train  and  passengers  and  the* 
passing  of  time.  There  passed  beforo  my  eye  the 
multitudes  of  people  now  In  the  great  Southwest 
and  the  ever-increasing  multitudes  yet  to  come. 
I  saw  how  these  teeming  and  prosperous  multi¬ 
tudes  Would  need  spiritual  teachers.  I  saw  here 
and  there  men  who  knew  and  preached  a  hill  gos¬ 
pel  and  stood  against  every  tide  and  wind  for  the 
Inerrant  Inspiration  and  absolute  authority  of 
God's  word.  My  heart  was  sick  to  see  how  few 
they  were.  The  picture  grew  darker  still  as  I 
saw  that  most  of  these  loyal  men,  while  doing  the 
best  they  could,  were  poorly  equipped  for  their 
mighty  tasks.  I  saw  them  In  that  vision  as  I  had 
so  often  seen  them  literally  as  I  had  gone  as  a 
guest  In  their  bumble  homes,  with  almost  no  books 
and  no  money  to  buy  them.  I  saw  that  while 
they  accepted  the  entire  Bible  as  the  Word  of 
Ood,  their  knowledge  of  It  was  limited  and  that 
their  lack  of  skill  In  methods  of  study  made  the 
acquiring  of  scripture  knowledge  a  slow  and  pain¬ 
ful  process.  My  heart  bled  to  think  that  in  all 
this  great  Southwest  there  was  not  even  one  Insti¬ 
tution  dedicated  to  the  specific  task  of  equipping 
these  earnest  but  untrained  men  for  more  efficient 
service.  The  consciousness  of  it  led  me  almost 
to  despair.  But  as  I  sat  and  mused  and  suffered 
the  scene  changed.  I  saw  a  host  of  preachers 
from  youth  to  middle  age  gathered  to  study  the 
Word  of  Ood  and  the  best  methods  of  teaching  It: 
I  saw  others,  learned^  experienced  and  consecrat¬ 
ed,  who  had  come  to  Instruct  them.  I  saw  dormi¬ 
tories.  lecture  rooms,  libraries,  where  the|e  men 
could  gather  and  be  taught.  Tbe  scene  thrilled 
me  beyond  words.  I  heard  a  voice  that  skid,  ‘Go 
and  make  your  vision  real.’  But  I  said,  ‘Lord, 
I  am  an  old  man  and  a  poor  man.  Such  a  task 
will  take  years  of  time  and  millions  of  money,  and 
I  have  neither.'  But  Christ  spoke  to  me  and 
said,  ‘I  am  alive!  I  am  alive  forever!'  And  I 
answered  back,  ‘Lord  Jesus,  old  and  Infirm  as  I 
am,  I  will  undertake  It  if  thou  wilt  go  with  me.’ 
Whether  I  spoke  audibly  or  not  I  do  not  know, 
but  when  I  came  to  myself  I  was  standing  In  the 
car  gripping  the  seat  In  front  of  me.  For  the 
first  time  I  became  conscious  that  I  was  attract¬ 
ing  the  attention  of  my  fellow  passengers  Ap¬ 
parently  some  were  astonished  and  some  were 
amused.  Seeing  this,  I  sat  down  greatly  embar¬ 
rassed.  But  a  purpose  was  planted  in  my  heart 
which  will  never  leave  me.  At  once  I  made  a  list 
of  100  of  my  friends  In  Texas,  and  as  fast  as  I 
could  see  them  asked  them  to  Join  me  In  giving 
(100  a  year  for  three  years  to  begin  this  work. 
Ninety-nine  of  the  hundred  gladly  joined  me. 
Another  has  been  added  and  I  am  standing  before 
yon  to  ask  that  you  at  once  establish  the  Baylor 
Theological  Seminary,  with  five  teachers.  Based 
upon  this  list  of  an  Immortal  100,  I  will  personal- 
ljr  assume  the  support  of  its  faculty  so  the  lnstl- 
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tutlon  will  have  no  financial  responsibility.  It 
is  God's  will  that  this  step  should  be  taken  and  I 
know  he  will  lead  you  men  to  take  It" 

With  this  he  sat  down.  So  new  and  strange 
and  tremendous  was  the  proposal  that  every  trus¬ 
tee  sat  for  a  few  moments  dated  and  silent  as 
death.  In  a  little  while  one  of  them,  choking 
with  sobs,  said,  "This  is  something  new  to  us  all. 
It  Is  such  a  big  task  tuat  I  do  not  see  how  we  can 
do  It  But  acting  on  Dr.  Carroll  s  faith,  and  not 
my  own,  I  move  that  we  undertake  it"  After  a 
brief  discussion  the  motion  was  put  and  unani¬ 
mously  carried.  Thus  the  seminary  was  born. 

^Thus  It  happened  that  a  God-given  vision  opened 
a  fountain  that  has  brought,  and  until  Christ 
comes  again  will  bring,  streams  of  blessing  to  the 
whole  world. 

This  is  but  an  Illustration  of  the  vision,  prayer, 
faith,  sacrifice  and  toll  which  back  and  underlie 
all  of  our  great  Institutions,  such  as  our  great 
Southern  Seminary,  Wake  Forest  College,  Rich¬ 
mond  College,  etc.  We  should  all  pray  that  great¬ 
er  visions  of  usefulness  and  power  shall  come  to 
our  leaders  and  people  In  the  76  Million  Cam¬ 
paign.  God  Is  with  us.  Let  us  go  forward. 

THE  CAMPAIGN  AND  soi  l,  WINNING 
(Rev.  W.  W.  Hamilton.,  D.  D.,  Superintendent  of 
(Evangelism.) 

"Millions  for  the  Master"  is  not  to  us  a  mere 
matter  of  money.  It  means  that  soul  winning  Is 
to  have  a  larger  place  In  the  program  of  our  Bap¬ 
tist  people,  and  the  seeking  and  saving  the  lost  Is 
to  be  given  added  Impulse  wherever  our  pastors 
and  evangelists  and  missionaries  and  workers 
may  labor,  even  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

The  Campaign  will  Intensify  In  all  our  churches 
the  evangelistic  purpose,  the  forces  enlisted  In  the 
getting  of  money  will  find  within  them  a  desire 
for  soul  winning,  and  the  opportunities  will  be  at 
hand  and  will  be  used  as  the  canvassers  do  their 
work. 

There  Is.  however,  an  even  larger  horizon  which 
opens  to  us  as  we  think  of  the  Campaign,  and 
which  we  believe  will  become  more  and  more 
clear,  as  the  organization  and  Intercession  and 
Information  and  consecration  are  fulfilled. 

First:  The  Campaign  will  contribute  to  the 
right  kind  of  preaching,  by  the  right  klnjl  of  men 
and  in  the  right  kind  of  places  and  for 'the  right 
purposes.  Baptists  cannot  do  this  as  they  ought 
on  the  small  scale  of  the  past;  they  must  take  hold 
of  their  task  In  a  far  greater  way,  and  the  present 
call  to  do  something  worthy  of  them  gives  cause 
for  slncerest  gratitude. 

Second:  The  Campaign  will  pre-empt  the  ground 
against  the  many  phases  of  false  teaching,  com¬ 
ing  now  from  so  many  false  teachers,  prompted 
by  such  false  Ideals,  and  necessarily  issuing  in 
such  disastrous  results.  We  tremble  as  we  think 
how  many  are  being  led  astray  from  the  truth  by 
those  who  are  false  apostles  and  deceitful  work¬ 
ers,  transforming  themselves  Into  angels  of  light 
and  apostles  of  Christ 

Third:  The  Campaign  will  give  us  a  larger  op¬ 
portunity  of  telling  the  world  tchat  Baptists  are 
and  to  explain  why  they  have  been  willing  to  live 
and  to  die  for  principles  so  vital  to  true  Chris¬ 
tianity.  If  their  doctrine  were  not  essential,  they 
might  be  less  in  earnest  and  If  their  task  was  un¬ 
important,  then  they  might  be  excused  for  neglect¬ 
ing  It  Even  our  enemies  must  have  contempt 
for  us  If  we  could  be  untrue  to  a  mission  so  vital 
as  Is  ours. 

Fourth:  The  Campaign  will  bring  to  Baptists 
a  clearer  vision  of  their  duty  and  of  their  ability 
and  of  their  opportunity  and  of  their  responsibil¬ 
ity,  and  then  of  their  culpability  If  they  fall.  We 
will  be  brought  as  a  denomination  into  a  solidarity 
and  unity  which  we  have  never  realised  before  as 
Baptists.  Our  vision  of  our  duty  and  our  endeav¬ 
or  to  fulfill  it,  will  help  us  to  be  worthy  of  our 
task. 

Fifth:  The  Campaign  will  explain  why  Baptists 
cannot  think  of  anion  except  It  be  onthe  scriptural 
basis.  The  Bible  basis  of  union  necessarily  Includes 
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the  great  and  vital  doctrines  of  sin  and  grace  and 
atonement  and  new  birth  and  faith  and  repentance 
and  salvation  and  obedience  and  reward  and  hell 
and  heaven.  Then,  too,  this  union  can  never  be 
merely  organic,  but  must  come  from  scriptural  mo¬ 
tives  and  must  have  divine  approval. 

Sixth:  The  Campaign  will  thus  lay  hold  of  the 
trend  of  the  day,  and  will  lay  up  the  opportunity 
which  God  has  planned  tor  us  at  this  time  of  mak¬ 
ing  real  and  vital  essential  Bible  pirnclples.  Bap¬ 
tists  have  lived  and  died  for  these  truths,  and 
surely  they  will  now  give  and  sacrifice  that  the 
heroism  of  the  past  may  be  turned  Into  the  tri¬ 
umphs  of  the  future.  If  the  world  is  to  be  saved 
It  mustdiave  the  gospel  as  it  Is  In  Christ  Jesus. 

Seventh:  The  Campaign  will  help  in  enlisting 
all  the  churches  in  giving  the  whole  gospel  as 
found  In  the  whole  Bible,  to  the  nations  of  the 
whole  world,  embracing  the  dedication  of  the 
whole  man  and  Including  the  whole  time,  even 
unto-the  ends  of  the  world.  The  Great  Commis¬ 
sion  will  now  have  with  us  Its  greatest  opportun¬ 
ity  of  fulfillment  by  Bapslsts.  Surely  we  will  do 
our  best  / 

Eighth:  The  Campaign  will  show  to  other  denom¬ 
inations  and  to  the  world,  ho  to  sincere  ahd  earnest 
we  are  in  our  determination  to  give  the  gospel  to 
the  lost  in  home  and  foreign  lands.  It  will  help 
to  strengthen  and  sanrtify  every  Baptist  life  and 
every  kingdom  enterprise,  and  will  hasten  the  time 
w  hen  our  Lord  shall  come  Into  his  own,  and  when 
he  shall  see  of  the  travail  of  bis  soul  and  be  sat¬ 
isfied. 

NOT  WIIAT  OTHERS  ARE  DOING,  lll'T  WHAT 
WE  MUST  DO. 

(B.  C.  Henlng,  Assistant  General  Director.)

The  world  war  has  wrought  great  changes.  We 
are  living  in  a  new  world.  We  have  new  oppor¬ 
tunities,  new  ambitions,  new  hopes.  A  new 
spirit  possesses  us,  and  fresh  obligations  press 
upon  us. 

People  in  general  are  more  liberal,  have  more 
to  give,  and  greater  needs  for  which  to  give. 

The  American  people  responded  with  noble 
heart  for  service  and  in  giving  to  Liberty  Loan  and 
War  Work  appeals.  Some  other  denominations 
have  conducted  successful  campaigns  for  money 
with  which  to  expand  their  work.  Others  are 
planning  tj  project  such  campaigns.  in  all  this 
we  take  peculiar  interest,  and  rejoice  In  every  In¬ 
dication  of  Increased  devotion  to  causes  conducive 
to  human  good. 

While  the  success  of  others  pleases  and  heartens 
us,  Baptists  are  by  no  means  working  with  a  will 
for  their  76  Million  Campaign  because  those  of 
other  faiths  or  even  other  Baptist  bodies  are  in¬ 
tent  upon  Increased  activity. 

The  Holy  Spirit  leading  (not  one  person)  but 
thousands  of  Southern  Baptists,  spontaneously 
and  all  together  to  launch  such  a  movement  as 
the  Baptist  76  Million  Campaign  Indicates  clear¬ 
ly  that  we  are  pressing  such  a  movement  first  of 
all  because  it  was  born  of  God's  spirit  We  do 
not  make  claim  to  any  monopoly  In  the  leadnlgs 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  but  we  are  confident  that 
we  are  doing  this  great  thing  because  He  led  us 
to  undertake  It 

We  are  doing  it  because  necessity  is  upon  us  to 
do  our  best  to  honor  our  Lord  by  advancing  His 
Kingdom.  No  little  aim  will' do.  No  small  ser¬ 
vice  will  suffice  to  meet  our  responsibilities  or  to 
satisfy  our  hearts.  We  are  doing  it  to  meet  our 
obligation  to  a  lost  world  dead  in  trespasses  and 
In  sins,  with  no  hope  save  In  Him  who  Is  ‘‘The 
way  the  Truth  and  the  Life." 

We  are  doing  It  for  the  salvation  of  ourselves 
from  littleness,  from  the  power  of  money,  from 
low  ambitious  and  shrivelled  Ideals.  We  do  it  to 
save  ourselves  from  self  censure  and  shame.  We 
do  it  because  we  need  to  do  it  for  self  preservation 
and  expansion. 

We  do  it  because  we  greatly  need  thd  money  to 
enlarge  our  work  to  multiply  and  support  our 
Missionaries,  to  better  equip  our  Christian  schools, 
to  care  for  our  orphans,  to  provide  for  our  worn 
out  ministers,  to  equip  our  Baptist  Hospitals. 


This  sum  of  76.000.000  dollars  Is  not  large  enough 
to  meet  all  our  present  needs,  but  it  will  do  much 
We  are  raising  It  because  it  will  do  much.  It  will 
almost  doubls  our  missionary  forces  and  the  equip¬ 
ment  with  which  they  work.  It  will  not  only 
save  many  of  our  Baptist  schools  from  Impending 
collapse  but  put  them  on  a  safe  basis,  multiply¬ 
ing  their  efficiency  and  usefulness.  It  will  en¬ 
large  the  equipment  and  service  of  those  of  our 
schools  which  are  above  the  peril  point,  but  suf 
feeing  for  more  funds  with  which  to  do  their 
work  In  a  growing  and  victorious  way.  It  will 
go  far  toward  Increasing  the  capacity  of  our  Or 
phanagea  for  the  care  of  helpless  children.  It 
will  give  to  Baptists  a  creditable  place  on  tbs 
religious  map  of  the  world.  It  will  afford  us  a 
good  conscience  when  we  have  done  our  best  and 
succeeded.  It  will  go  far  to  prove  the  sincerity 
of  our  profession,  the  seriousness  with  which  we 
make  our  claim  to  dicipleshlp,  our  love  for  our  Lord 
and  our  sympathetic  Interest  in  others  in  need 
It  will  show  the  world  that  we  are  Indeed  a  great 
people,  great  in  purpose.  In  capacity  and  that  ws 
are  tremendous  assets  In  the  Kingdom  of  Christ 
on  earth.  It  seeks  to  match'  our  profession  with 
practice,  to  justify  our  claim  that  we  are  loyal 
champions  of  the  truth. 

It  will  go  far  In  the  matter  of  propagating  the 
truth  as  we  contend  for  it  If  what  we  believe  Is 
not  worth  propogatlng  It  Is  not  worth  holding 
Intense  believers  are  the  only  volunteers  persist¬ 
ent  propogandists.  It  Is  to  prove  our  faith  by 
our  works,  and  to  propogate  our  faith  by  working 
with  all  the  might  with  which  our  Lord  has  pro 
vlded  us  to  put  over  this  big  campaign  promptly 
and  gloriously. 

If  other  groups  of  believers  had  not  up  to  this 
moment  done  one  things  to  Increase  their  useful¬ 
ness  or  planned  to  do  any  such  thing  In  the  future 
this  would  not  In  the  least  warrant  for  one  mo¬ 
ment  that  we  halt  or  faulter  in  our  efforts  to  meet 
our  responsibilities.  The  tardiness  of  anyoue 
will  not  excuse  any  lagging  In  us  nor  does  the 
loyalty  of  any  lessen  our  obligations  one  whit 

If  any  Intelligent  Southern  Baptist  can  imagine 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  Its  meeting 
failing  to  make  an  advance  and  failing  to  chal¬ 
lenge  our  people  to  meet  their  pressing  res  poos! 
bllitles  and  the  growing  needs  of  the  world— what 
would  be  the  judgment  passed  by  Him  upon  such 
a  Convention?  Since  the  convention  did  stadd 
unanimously  and  enthusiastically  for  such  a  for¬ 
ward  movement  It  Is  manifestly  the  duty  and  priv¬ 
ilege  of  every  member  of  every  church  constituting 
the  convention  to  throw  himself  or  herself  into  the 
campaign  with  all  force  to  bring  it  to  a  crowning 
success.  We  are  doing  this  big  job  la  order  to  do 
our  duty. 

Pray  for  the  Mission  Work  in  your  own  Buts; 
for  the  General  Secretary  that  he  may  have 
strength,  courage  and  wisdom;  for  the  brethren  of 
the  Board  as  they  plgn  the  work ;  for  the  mission 
arles  as  they  preach  In  destitute  places;  for  the 
weak  mission  points  and  struggling  little  churches; 
for  the  Sunday  school  secretary  and  his  depart¬ 
ment  In  their  effort  to  enlarge  and  Improve  the 
teaching  work  of  the  churches;  for  the  B.  T.  P. 
U.  secretary  and  his  department  in  their  labors 
for  the  organisation  and  training  of  the  young  peo¬ 
ple;  ror  the  W.  M.  U.  workers  In  their  blessed 
work  among  the  women,  the  girls  and  the  child 
ren;  and  for  every  other  phase  of  mission  work 
to  which  your  State  Association  or  Convention  Is 
committed. 

Pray  for  our  Sunday  schools;  for  the  officers  and 
teachers 'that  they  may  be  faithful  and  efficient; 
for  the  pupils  that  they  may  be  regular,  diligent 
and  attentive;  for  every  home  represented;  for 
the  churches  that  they  may  take  their  teaching 
more  seriously;  for  the  Sunday  school  leaders, 
local  and  general,  who  direct  our  development;

THK  CAMPAIGN  AND  STATU  MISSIONS 


A  question  frequently  asked  when  the  cam¬ 
paign  for  75  Million  was  first  discussed  was  what 
effect  will  this  have  on  our  budget,  and  what 
effect  will  It  have  on  our  plans  for  this  year.  The 
answer  was  that  it  will  in  no  way  Interfere  with 
the  work  for  1919.  Our  work  goes  right  on  and 
the  necessity  tor  supporting  it  continues  as  ur¬ 
gent  as  ever.  The  work  was  laid  out  for  State 
Misaiona  by  the  Board  last  December.  Obliga¬ 
tions  have  been  incurred,  men  and  churches  are 
depending  on  the  appropriations  made  at  that 
time  and  there  is  nothing  for  us  to  do  but  to 
meet  them  honorably  and  In  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

This  season  of  the  year  has  for  long  been  the 
period  when  our  churches  not  on  the  budget 
turned  their  strength  to  Sttte  Missions,  and  it 
will  be  so  now.  Just  as  Home  and  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  have  their  inning  in  the  spring,  so  State 
Missions  has  Its  time  for  emphasis  in  the  au¬ 
tumn.  The  Board  has  depended  on  the  offerings 
at  thia  season  to  make  up  that  which  is  lack¬ 
ing  through  the  year.  The  large  appropriations  to 
church  building  are  not  paid  as  a  rule  till  thia 
season,  waitlug  for  the  offerings  that  come  with 
this  harvest  season. 

For  all  churches,  whether  adopting  the  budget 
or  not.  the  special  State  Mission  Day  In  the  Sun¬ 
day  school  offers  opportunity  for  a  strong  pro¬ 
gram  for  this  purpose  and  a  special  offering  In 
ita  behalf.  Last  year  it  was  a  great  help  to  the 
rause  in  everyway  and  the  offerings  were  such  as 
to  gladden  many  hearts.  This  year  let  us  make  it 
bigger  anfl  better  for  His  name's  sake. 
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A  young  woman  missionary  from  China  tends 
1250  pledge,  one  hundred  of  It  cash,  first  year’s 
Installment  on  big  campaign,  with  a  burning 
request  that  we  send  more  missionaries  to  China. 
What  a  sacriflcal  gift  and  what  a  stirring  call, 
surely  Southern  Baptists  will  organise  to  answer 
this  call.

In 
thia  75  Million  Campaign  It  wouldn't  take  much 
help  from  the  Lord  to  reach  the  apportionment 
some  of  the  churches  have.  If  we  are  going  to 
call  on  tbe  Lord  to  help  us.  let's  undertake  some¬ 
thing  worth  His  while.

It  will  be  $600.00  a  year, 
which  means  that  each  member  of  the  church 
will  give  an  average  of  a  little  over  $1.70  a  year 
for  the  next  five  years  for  all  missionary,  benev¬ 
olent  and  educational  work  of  all  sorts;  or  less 
than  one  half  of  one  rent  a  day  for  all  objects 
outside  of  local  church  expenses.  When  you  figure 
this  out  and  It  looks  too  small  to  be  respectable. 
Just  multiply  It  by  any  figure  you  please.

MEXICO 
(J.  Q.  Chastain. ) 


Recent  reports  from  our  work  In  Mexico  are 
highly  encouraging,  even  In  the  face  of  many 
drawbacks.  With  them  the  Spanish  Influents 
has  committed  lu  terrible  ravages,  causing  great 
suffering  and  mortality,  as  In  so  many  other  parts 
of  the  world.  Tho  Mexican  rebellion  has  been 
running  now  nine  years,  spreading  wreck  and  ruin 
everywhere,  nor  has  our  mission  work  escaped. 
Some  of  our  young  preachers  have  been  killed  In 
battle,  and  many  of  the  pastors  fleeing  with  their 
families  have  left  some  churches  pastorless  for 
long  Intervals  of  time.  Rut  faithful  laymen  left 
behind  have  usually  come  to  the  rescue  by  keeping 
up  the  regular  meetings  and  thus  holding  the  con 
grcgatlons  together.  A  goodly  number  of  lay 
preachers  hare  thus  been  called  Into  service  and 
developed  for  future  usefulness 

Ten  years  ago  our  Board  had  fourteen  male 
missionaries  In  Mexico;  now  we  have  only  two 
with  two  others  living  In  Texas  and  working 
across  the  border.  Almost  the  entire  burden  of 
the  work  has  fallen  on  the  native  preachers  who 
have  taken  hold  of  their  task  In  a  heroic  way  aad 
the  good  Lord  la  richly  rewarding  their  noble  la¬ 
bors.  A  revival  spirit  has  swept  over  the  coun¬ 
try  and  God  Is  visiting  the  churches  with  showers 
of  blessings.  Large  numbers  of  new  people, 
anxious  to  hear  the  word,  have  swelled  the  con¬ 
gregations,  and  many  of  them  have  been  converted 
and  baptised.  During  the  past  year  the  Morelia 
church  has  received  26  additions,  Panlndtruaro 
8,  Colima  has  had  8  baptisms.  Durango  26.  Allende 
40,  Torreon  23,  and  Guadalajara  28.  and  thus  the 
good  work  goes  on.  Some  of  these  new  members 
are  higher  up  In  life  and  promise  great  strength 
and  usefulness  to  the  churches. 

There  has  been  a  large  Increase  over  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year,  not  only  In  the  number  of  baptLns 
but  also  in  the  collections.  The  spirit  of  aelf- 
support  Is  growing;  one  church  has  26  11  then. 
Many  of  the  congregations  are  raising  money  and 
repairing  their  chapels,  others  have  had  U>  en¬ 
large  so  aa  to  accommodate  their  growing  congre 
gallons,  while,  a  few  have  built  their  chapels  at 
their  own  expense  A  few  churcbee  hnve  opened 
primary  schools,  paying  d^l  expenses. 

At  Saltillo  our  Training  School  for  yonng 
preachers  had  last  session  28  students — the  largest 
number  in  its  history.  They  closed  the  year  with 
seven  graduates,  young  men  who  promise  great 
usefulness  to  the  cause. 

Our  prlntery.  In  ths  efficient  hands  of  Rev.  J  K 
Davis,  is  located  at  Kl  Paso  and  la  doing  n  great 
work  not  only  for  Mexico  but  for  many  other 
Spanish  speaking  countries. 

Besides  the  $20,000,000  to  be  raised  In  the  home 
land  for  foreign  missions  during  the  next  five 
years,  the  seven  foreign  fields  fostered  by  our 
Richmond  Board  are  asked  to  raise  $L000,oo«. 
Twenty  thousand  of  this  has  been  apportioned  to 
Mexico.  I  do  not  consider  this  an  excessive  task 
for  Mexico.  I  believe  they  will  Joyfully  give  ev¬ 
ery  cent  of  It,  and  more  too,  hlees  the  deer  hearts 
of  them!  This  money  (wised  on  ihc  different  for 
eign  fields  Is  to  be  spent  in  enlarging  the  work  on 
the  respective  fields  In  the  way  the  missionaries 
and  natives  may  decide.

ple  shout  the  work,  the  needs  sad  the  prospects  of 
the  Board.

In  our  in¬ 
tercession  we  desire  to  see  all  men  brought  to 
the  point  where  they  shall  be  willing  for  the 
Lord  to  use  them  in  His  own  way  to  make  this 
Campaign  a  success.  When  this  Is  done  the  ob¬ 
ject  of  our  Intercession  will  be  realized.  Ood 
and  man  will  then  be  one  In  purpose. 

Some  things  in  the  model  prayer  should  be 
recalled.  The- first  petition  In  the  model  prayer 
Is  for  the  lord's  name  to  be  hallowed.  The  war 
Increased  the  profaning  of  the  Lord's  name.  The 
next  things  we  are  to  pray  for  is  for  the  Lord's 
Kingdom  to  come.  When  we  really  pray  for  this, 
we  pray  for  the  going  of  Satan's  kingdom.  The 
enthonement  of  Christ  means  the  dethronement 
of  Satan.  It  means  the  going  of  every  Interest 
of  Satan.  It  means  more  than  that,  it  means  that 
we  are  ready  to  be  used  In  dethroning  the  evil 
one.  We  wll  give  time  and  money  when  we  In 
truth  pray  for  Ills  Kingdom  to  come.  The  next 
petition  is  for  the  Lord’s  will  to  be  done.  This 
calls  for  absolute  surrender  to  Ills  Will.  There 
Is  to  be  but  one  will.  Just  as  the  air  which  -we 
breathe  to  keep  us  alive  Is  God's,  so  should  the 
will  by  which  we  are  controlled  be  only  His.

"Thus  salth  the  Lord  God,  I  will 
yet  for  this  be  Inquired  of  by  the  house  of  Israel 
to  do  It  for  them.”  Turn  backward  the  pages  of  sa¬ 
cred  history  and  you  will  see  that  Cod's  greatest 
blessings  have  been  given  in  answer  to  prayer; 
you  will  see  that  his  heroic  characters  were  men 
of  prayer;  you  will  see  the  example  of  prayer  be¬ 
fore  each  great  occasion  In  Bible  history. 

Brraute  of  the  reflex  Influence  of  prayer  upon 
our  own  lives.  If  God  should  give  ss  gracious 
blessings  without  our  supllcatlon,  we  would  not 
bo  prepared  to  receive  the  same  as  his  gifts.  We 
would  attribute  these  blessing  to  our  own  merit. 
Ood  relstciTthe  prayer  and  the  blessing  so  that  we 
will  be  ready  to  receive  his  bounty  with  humble 
hearts.  If  we  should  raise  75  millions  of  dollars 
without  prayer,  we  would  not  be  prepared  to  use 
the  same  for  God's  glory. 

Because  of  the  example  of  our  Lord  In  his  pray¬ 
er  life.  He  prayed  at  his  baptism,  before  send¬ 
ing  out  his  disciples,  at  the  grave  of  Laxarus, 
for  8lmon  Peter,  on  the  occasion  of  the  tempta¬ 
tion,  when  men  wanted  to  crown  him  king,  at  the 
last  supper,  In  the  garden  of  Gcthxcmane.  and  on 
the  cross.  Furthermore  he  it  now  at  the  right 
hand  of  God  making  Intercession  for  the  saints. 
Surely,  If  our  Lord  must  live  In  an  atmosphere 
of  prayer  on  earth  and  In  heaven,  mortals  like 
ourselves  should  humble  themselves  and  pray. 

Brcause  the  task  of  this  Campaign  Is  far  too 
great  for  us  without  divine  aid.  Let  ns  implore 
the  hod  of  Moses,  the  God  of  'Elijah,  the  God  of 
Gideon,  the  God  of  David  for  the  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  In  this  hour  of  crisis  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 


THE  NEBCO  BAPTISTS  AND  THE  75  MILLION 
CAMPAIGN 


(By  Frank  E.  Burk  halter)  j 

Baptists  of  the  8outh  generally  will  be  glad 
to  know  that  the  negotiations  looking  toward 
the  establishment  of  a  Baptist  theological  semi¬ 
nary,  for  negroes,  which  have  been  underway 
by  representatives  of  the  Southern  Baptist  con¬ 
vention  for  several  years,  have  reached  a  point 
where  Dr.  O.  L.  Haley,  secretary  of  the  com¬ 
mission  on  this  project,  authorizes  the  statement 
that  final  plans  hpve  been  perfected  fur  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  the  seminary  at  Nashville. 

Negro  Baptists  of  Nashville,  supported  by  the 
business  Interests  of  the  city,  will  provide  a  suit¬ 
able  site  for  the  Institution  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Roger  Williams  University,  a  Baptist  Inktltutlon 
for  negroes,  whereby  full  co-operation  will  be 
bad  between  the  seminary  and  the  university, 
each  supplementing  the  other  In  a  measure,  with 
both  retaining  their  full  independence. 

As  Is  generally  known,  $200,000  from  the  76 
Million  Campaign  has  been  apportioned  to  this 
seminary  project.  The  board  of  directors  of  the 
National  Baptist  convention,  composed  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  Negro  Baptist  churches  In  both  the 
North  snil  the  South,  has  agreed  to  raise  $100,- 
000  for  the  purpose  and  Dr.  Halley  will  raise 
$200,000  additional  from  other  sourcqs,  giving 
an  initial  sum  of  $600,000  for  the  establishment 
of  the  plant.  Baptist  negroes  of  North  America 
plan  to  raise  $3,000,000  within  the  next  five 
yearn  for  the  support  of  the  various  Interests 
fostered  by  their  churches  and  It  la  understood 
that  this  seminary  will  be  remembered  In  that 
fund. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  convention  In  8t.  Louis  In 
1913  a  commission  was  appointed  to  consider 
the  establishment  of  a  theological  semlnaqj  for 

If 
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Negroes,  for  there  Is  not  auch  a  seminary  In  the 
world  today.  At  present,  Negro  ministers  must 
either  be  content  with  the  little  theological 
training  which  they  can  obtain  fronts  the  chains 
of  theology  In  their  own  colleges  or  else  attend 
some  of  the  theological  seminaries  for  white 
people.  Southern  Baptists  have  recognised  that 
Innrder  to  Improve  the  religious,  social,  political 
and  economic  status  of  the  Negroes  of  the 
South,  they  must  flist  reach  the  leaders  of  tl>e 
Negroes,  who  are  <lielr  ministers,  and  since  the 
naming  of  the  original  commission  In  1913 
thoughtful  brethren  have  been  working  out  a 
plan  whereby,  a  first  class  theological  seminary 
for  the  adequate  training  of  Negro  ministers, 
missionaries,  Sunday  school,  B.  Y.  P.  U.  and 
women  workers,  might  be  established  at  a  point 
accessible  to  the  largest  possible  number  of 
Negro  leaders  and  where  the  environment  for 
such  a  seminary  would  be  most  helpful. 

Nashville,  the  seat  of  more  educational  insti¬ 
tutions  than  any  other  Southern  City,  Including 
two  Negro  universities  and  a  medical  college,  to 
say  nothing  of  Vanderbilt,  Poabody,  Ward-Bol- 
mout  and  the  other  white  educational  lnstltu- 
tlods,  has  the  right  atmosphere  for  an  insti¬ 
tution  of  learning  and  Its  attitude  toward  the 
Negro  Is  one  of  friendliness  and  co-operation. 
The  white  Baptist  men  of  this  city  help  the 
Negro  brethren  In  the  solution  of  their  problems, 
financial  and  otherwise.  The  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board  and  Ita  great  publishing  house  are 
located  here,  along  with  the  many  able  leaders 
identified  with  the  board  and  Its  activities.  The 
city  Is  the  headquarters  of  the  general  work  of 
the  Negro  Baptists  as  well.  So  taken  all  in  all, 
It  Is  believed  Nashville  Is  the  logical  location 
for  the  Negro  seminary  and  It  Is  anticipated  that' 
preachers  from  the  North  as  well  as  from  the 
South  will  come  here  for  their  thologlcal  train¬ 
ing. 

It  Is  the  purpose  of  the  convention  to  see  to 
It  that  the  seminary  Is  made  a  first-class  one 
In  every  respect.  It  will  be  such  an  Institution  as 
the  brightest  men  of  the  race  will  consider  it  a 
privilege  to  attend. 

Dr.  Halley,  who  has  given  more  thought  and 
effort  to  the  establishment  of  this  Instltutiot 
than  any  other  man,  perhaps,  believes  that  the 
founding  of  the  seminary  will  form  the  greatest 
*  contribution  toward  the  solution  of  the  race 
problem  that  has  been  made,  and  this  Institu¬ 
tion  he  says,  will  attract  leaders  of  the  race  from 
all  sections  of  the  country  where  Negroes  live 
In  any  numbers.  These  leaders  will  be  addressed 
from  time  to  time  by  the  strongest  men  of  the 
white  race  who  will  be  able  to  Inspire  the  Negro 
ministers  with  ideas  looking  to  the  proper  solu¬ 
tion  of  the  problems  6f  evangelism,  as  well  as 
those  of  a  social,  political  and  economic  nature. 

Dr.  Halley  Is  very  hopeful,  also,  of  the  re¬ 
sult  of  the  establishment  of  the  seminary  upon 
the  solution  of  the  African  mission  problems.  He 
Is  convinced  that  soon  after  the  establishment 
of  the  seminary  it  will  begin  to  turn  out  trained 
missionaries  who  will  carry  the  gospel  to  the 
black  races  of  Africa  and  thus  release  the  white 
missionaries  who  have  been  going  there  from 
other  fields  of  labor. 

It  Is  the  hope  of  Dr.  Halley  to  see  work  on 
the  seminary  plant  begin  next  year.  .

THK  UNIFYING  POWER  OF  THE  CAMPAIGN 
(O.  W.  Greer.) 


One  day  as  I  stood  on  the  beach  watching  the 
great  Ocean  Greyhounds  of  Commerce  coming  and 
going  upon  the  mighty  sea,  I  was  seised  with  a 
feeling  of  awe  and  Inspiration  because  of  the 
magnificent  spectacle.  I  thought  to  myself:  "What 
do  these  splendid  ships  mean  In  the  Interchange 
of  world  life  and  products?" 

Today  I  am  overcome  with  yet  a  deeper  sense 
of  reverence  and  a  more  lrrespresalble  surging  of 
the  soul  because  of  a  far  more  Inspiring  panorama 
which  stretches  across  my  field  of  vision. 

Now  what  Is  that  panorama  which  stretches 
across  my  field  of  vision?  What  do  I  see?  I 
am  beholding  a  solid  phalanx  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists,  three  million  strong,  arrayed  for  battle! 
Say  that  Is  not  a  sight  worth  beholding?  Say 
that  would  not  stir  any  soul  beyond  powers  of  ex¬ 
pression,  and  a  sparkle  in  their  eyes  that  ravishes 
the  soul.  Their  hearts  are  united. 

Such  are  the  possibilities  In  the  untouched  po¬ 
tentialities  and  smouldering  greatness  of  Baptist 
resources  In  the  fair  Southland.  We  shall  handle 
the  gigantic  tasks  before  us  In  such  a  manner  as 
to  amaxe  and  startle  the  world.  The  mighty  en¬ 
gine  of  Kingdom  service  will  roll  on  with  Its 
mission  of  blessings.  And  the  very  atmosphere 
of  Its  activities  will  command  admiration.  Ev¬ 
eryone  who  believes  It  says,  "Aye;  There!"  That 
chorus  of  three  million  “Ayes"  sounds  like  the 
peal  of  a  great  organ.  We  shall  do  It.  All  to¬ 
gether. 

What  a  power  In  united  action  there  la  When 
the  three  million  of  Southern  Baptists  advanci 
upon  the  stupendous  task  of  the  hour  with  a  uni¬ 
form  purpose  to  do  or  die  what  power  °an  impede 
their  progress?  Shall  not  the  God  who  led  Urea! 
through  the  Red  Sea  dryshod  also  go  Tiefore  us 
defying  the  armies  of  the  aliens  and  putting  to 
route  opposing  forces?  It  will  be  like  he  swing 
of  a  colossal  pendulum  chronicling  Spiritual  Hls- 
tor  In  this  golden  age  of  Baptist  advance.  And 
this  advance  Is  going  to  fire  our  hearts  and  kindle 
In  them  a  flame  of  revival  glory. 

We  have  not  had  enough  to  do  In  late  years  to 
occupy  our  time  or  strength.  We  have  hardly 
scheduled  a  task  of  proportions  that  would  In¬ 
spire  pride  or  Increase  the  denominational  spirit 

It  was  God  awakening  us  to  larger  things  that 
drew  the  great  throngs  of  expectant  delegates  to 
the  Convention  In  Atlanta  last  May.  He  seemed 
to  speak  to  the  multitude,  and  say:  "Try  your 
hand  at  something  adequate  to  express  the  honor 
and  confidence  accorded  you  by  the  Father  In 
committing  to  your  trust  the  pure  and  simple 
Truth  designed  to  save  a  dying  world." 

It  was  a  memorable  occasion.  Who  did  not 
feel  the  force  and  fl'ness  of  the  opening  words  of 
Dr.  Porter's  welcome  address  to  the  convention 
that  the  clock  of  the  world  had  struck  twelve  for 
Baptists?  What  heart  was  not  In  waiting  as 
those  waited  In  the  "upper  chamber?”  What  man 
was  there  who  would  deny  that  there  was  an  all 
pervading  presentiment  that  Jehovah  hovered 
near  in  that  convention?  He  It  was  who  pointed 
to  the  dial  on  thejrorld's  clock  that  the  "hour  had 
come." 

The  compelling  spirit  of  that  convention  thrills 
us  yet  Even  before  the  epochal  evening  when 
the  soul  stirring  addresses  on  the  8eventy-flve 
Million  Dollar  Campaign  were  hurled  home  to  our 
hearts,  something  seemed  to  say  to  us  all;  “God 
is  going  to  speak  to  you  }n  this  convention.  God 
Is  going  to  call  an  advance.  You  must  heed.” 

Then,  when  the  climax  had  been  reached  on  the 
Seventy-five  Million  drive  discussion,  and  the 
momentous  question  had  been  handed  to  the 
convention  for  decision  th^re  was  a  sweep  of 
victory  that  cleaved  the  air.  It  was  as  the  vote 
of  one  man,  saying:  "Thy  will  be  done  on  earth 
as  It  is  done  In  Heaven."  We  felt  l£  that  way. 

At  once  the  word  waa  passed  along.  "This  Sev¬ 
enty-five  Million  Program  Is  going  to  do  more  to 
unify  Baptist  ranks  than  anything  ever  before 
Inaugurated  by  them."  It  la  going  to  solidify 


them  In  a  fighting  battalion  for  constructive 
Kingdom  service." 

The  chief  reason  for  this  la  that  It  cornea  of 
God.  F' believe  this  with  my  whole  heart  II 
was  He  who  moved  upou  our  leaders  to  gMtk  with 
the  vehemence  ol  biasing  souls  direct  to  the 
hearts  which  He  had  prepared  to  hear.  That  la 
hoar  I  account  for  the  spontantty,  th~  unanimity, 
for  the  sweeping  victory  and  the  whirl  of  applause 
that  carries  the  great  program  through  Ood 
had  the  confidence  to  call  upon  South^a  Bap¬ 
tists  for  something  big.  and  Southern  Baalists 
heard  that  call. 

Now  that  the  word  has  been  passed  along  to 
our  people  what  happened  at  tbs  convention,  and 
how  Ood  of  fathers  visited  us  there  they  are  do 
Ing  just  as  did  the  hosts  of  Ood  at  the  convention 
— they  are  “willing  In  the  day  of  His  power." 
Ood  has  prepared  their  hearts  also  to  do  Ills  bid 
ding.  Who  can  say  that  Ood  Is  not  bringing  the 
hearts  of  His  people  to  throb  In  rhythmic  uni¬ 
son  to  carry  out  His  mighty  purpose. 

Again  the  Big  Drive  will  prove  a  mighty  unify 
Ing  power  among  Southern  Baptists  through  the  i 
spreading  of  information.  To  quote  Dr.  Scar¬ 
borough  on  the  front  page  of  his  Campaign  Cat¬ 
echism:  "A  free  people  must  know  and  be  enthus¬ 
ed  before  they  act  •  •  •"  The  Big  Campaign  t 

will  result  In  the  spread  of  Information,  and 
when  we  come  to  know  we  will  be  enthused  And 
when  all  are  enthuaod.  all  will  keep  step  to¬ 
gether. 

The  Big  Campaign  will  become  a  mighty  unify¬ 
ing  foroe  because  of  lta  appeal  fo  the  Hrroir  Dr 
Jacob  Chamberlain  aald  that  when  he  longed  to 
go  to  India  as  a  missionary  he  feared  to  approach 
his  father  on  the  queatlon  leat  his  request  be  re 
fused.  But  ho  was  surprised  whan  at  last  be  had 
summoned  the  courage  to  mention  it  to  know  tkal 
his  father's  prayer  bad  long  boon  that  hla  son 
should  become  a  missionary.  Shall  wa  not  also 
be  delightfully  surprised  when  Ood  shall  empty 
Into  His  own  treasury  through  His  own  beloved 
the  funds  which  represent  the  mastery  of  a  heroic 
task  by  Southern  Baptists.  Methtnka  there  are 
hundreds,  yes  even  thousands,  standing  ready, 
whose  hearts  will  be  awakened  by  tha.  call  of  the 
hour  to  do  the  heroic  thing.  Then  will  spread 
the  ties  of  appreciation  one  for  the  other,  and  In 
the  common  task  of  heroic  doing  we  shall  stand 
as  one. 

We  shall  find  the  big  Five  Year  Program  a 
strong  unifying  force  from  sheer  necessity.  It  Is 
too  big  a  thing  for  the  few  to  handle.  If  God 
wants  one  to  do  It,  He  wants  all ;  and  all  we  must 
have  It  we  do  It.  • 

It  will  unify  by  driving  us  to  prayer.  It  la  al¬ 
ways  safe  to  pray.  Prayer  will  bring  a  tidal 
wave  of  revival  fire,  and  that  will  bum  out  the 
dross  and  bind  hearts  as  only  Gbd  can  bind  them 

Lastly,  tbe  conaciouaaeas  of  having  heard  the 
call  of  God  In  this  supreme  hour  will  Inspire  all 
hearts  with  a  holy  enthusiasm  like  that  which  fired 
the  souls  of  men  at  the  convention  when  they  be¬ 
came  conscious  that  the  vote  of  the  Convention 
waa  the  voice  of  Ood.  The  unspeakable  satisfac¬ 
tion  that  followed  that  event  characterried  the 
1111  Convention  as  wholly  nnllke  any  Convention 
that  bad  ever  precoded  It  So  will  It  be  with 
Baptist  constituency  when  It  becomes  fully  con¬ 
scious  It  haa  obeyed  tbe  Father's  wilt.  And  who 
can  measure  the  binding  force  of  such  a  conscious- 
neeb?

Here  a  great  meeting  was  held  of  the 
men  and  women,  district  and  assoclatlonal  or¬ 
ganizers  for  two  days.

The  B.  Y.  P.  C.  Pastor,  who  is  he? 

It  has  become  evident  that  In  some 
cburchee  the  young  people  feel  that 
they  get  very  little  attention  from 
the  one  person  In  all  the  world  who 
should  have  every  spiritual  need  at 


heart,  the  pastor.  More  than  once  has 
a  letter  come  Into  the  office  from  an 
enthusiastic  B.  Y.  P.  U.  worker  ask¬ 
ing  for  advice  in  how  to  lterest  the 
pastor  in  the  work  of  the  young  peo¬ 
ple.  It  Is  pitiable  to  think  of  when 
you  know  that  it  is  true  and  when 
you  feel  at  a  loss  as  Just  how  to  deal 
with  the  matter.  It  doesn't  seem  Just 
the  thing  for  a  young  man  or  a  young 
woman  to  advise  the  man  *bo  has 
been  called  of  God  to  be. the  leader 
in  spiritual  things,  and  yet  when  we 
see  that  the  future  manhood  and 
womanhood  of  our  churches  are  be¬ 
ing  neglected  we  feel  that  something 
should  be  done.  Many  pastors  say 
that  they  should  not  attend  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U„  that  that  Is 
the  Young  People's  organization  and 
the  pastor  should  not  got  to  the  meet¬ 
ings.  We  realize  that  many  presidents 
or  group  captains  take  advantage  of 
the  pastors  presence  and  call  on  him 
for  a  talk  or  to  lead  In  prayer,  which 
Isn’t  right,  but  even  then  the  pastor 
could  remedy  that  by  having  a  priv¬ 
ate  conference  with  the  president  and 
other  officers  and  ezplalning  to  them 
that  it  Is  not  right  and  show  them 
why  it  isn’t  right  and  tell  them  what 
his  business  In  the  meetings  is.  We 
do  not  understand  Just  how  a  pastor 
can  get  the  full  co-operation  of  his 
young  people  when  he  takes  no  part 
in  their  meetings,  shows  no  Interest 
in  their  development,  disregards  tbelr 
Interests  and  needs  and  thereby 
misses  the  value  of  comradeship.  One 
enthusiastic  president  of  a  B.  Y.  P. 
U.  in  Mississippi  who  missed  the  val¬ 
ued  co-operation  of  the  pastor  and 
felt  keenly  the  need  of  his  advice  and 
council,  in  Bpeaking  of  It  to  a  friend 
told  of  a  social  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  gave 
and  that  the  pastor  not  only  absented 
himself  but  would  not  let  his  daugh¬ 
ters  go.  Wi  are  wondering  why 
it  because  the  social  was  not  what  it 
ought  to  have  been?  If  so  who  was  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  program?  Who 
planned  It?  And  who  was  present 
when  the  program  was  planned?  Was 
the  pastor  there?  If  not  why  not?  In 
this  case  the  pastor  was  not  at  the 
committee  meeting  In  which  the  pro¬ 
gram  was  planned  for  the  social.  We 
believe  he  thould  have  been  there, 
then  he  could  have  directed  the  plan 
nlng.  The  committee  would  have  ap¬ 
preciated  his  presence.  We  are  won 
dering  why  the  pastor  was  not  at  the 
social,  maklhg  it  most  enjoyable  by 
his  presence  and  participation  and  if 
anything  wrong  should  have  come  up 
he  would  have  been  there  to  have 
guided  aright  every  thing  that  was 
done.  There  was  nothing  wrong  with 
the  social  program  Just  referred  to. 
There  were  several  of  the  older  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  church  as  chaperones,  but 
the  one  who  la  looked  upon  as  the 
spiritual  and  social  guide  Vas  not 
there  and  the  reaaon  he  was  not  there 
was  not  because  of  any  providential 
hindrance.  We  realize  that  It  Is  not 
always  possible  for  the  pastor  to  be 
at  all  the  meetings  of  the  church,  but 
the  young  people  are  claiming  a  part 
of  his  interests  and  in  many  In 
stances  are  being  robbed  of  It.  It 
very  encouraging  to  see  how  In  many 
churches  the  past*  is  awake  to  the 
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Ing  while  the'  harvest  Is  ripe,  and  it 
is  interesting  to  see  how  the  young 
people  of  such  a  church  back  the 
pastor  up.  That  Is  the  kind  of  co¬ 
operation  we  want  to  see  In  all  of  our 
churches  and  in  most  Instances  the 
pastor  Is  the  one  that -will  hare  to 
take  the  Initiative,  and  always  he  will 
find  a  ready  response  on  the  part  of 
the  young  peope.

Christianized  or  enlightened  for  then 
he  could  not  so  easily  defraud  the 
poor  Indian  out  of  his  labor:  so  the 
Indians  were  told  that  the  mission¬ 
aries  were  working  a  scheme  to  get 
them  off  to  the  territory.  So  the 
work  of  reaching  them  with  the  gos¬ 
pel  was  made  more  difficult. 

But  today  after  almost  75  years 
there  are  among  these  Indians  about 
1000  In  number,  badly  scattered  over, 
four  counties,  seven  churches,  seven  I 
or  eight  ordained  ministers,  200  or 
more  members,  an  association  The  New 
Choctow  Association,  with  regular 
flfth-Sunday  board  meetings  doing 
some  mission  work  This  I  think  Is  a 
pretty  good  showing  considering  all 
the  difficulties  under  which  the  work 
has  been  done. 

The  State  Convention  Board  and 
the  General  Association  are  co-oper¬ 
ating  together  In  this  work  now.  Also 
the  Home  Bpard  is  taking  a  hand, 
having  employed  Rev.  J.  K.  Arnold 
and  wife,  Chactaw's  from  Oklahoma, 
locating  them  at  Union,  to  labor 
among  their  _  Mississippi  brethren. 
They  are  doing  a  good  work.  The 
Methodist*  have  done  some  mission¬ 
ary  work  among  the  Chactaws.  They 
havo  one  church  and  two  preachers 
among  them.  Indians,  like  Negroes, 
seem  to  be  naturally  Baptists.

DENATURED  ALCOHOL 

Prohibition  is  revealing  the  wreck¬ 
age  »  rough  by  liquor.  Each  year  the 
legalised  liquor  traffic  lncreaaed  the 
number  of  degenerates,  defectives, 
derelicts  and  alcholics.  The  alcohol 
habit  grew  so  strong  that  many  lia- 
bituala,  when  denied  ordinary  Intoxi¬ 
cating  liquor  resorted  to  almost  any 
kind  of  alcoholic  preparation.  In 
some  quarters  these  saloon  made  vic¬ 
tims  are  actually  uslug  diluted  de¬ 
natured  alcohol  for  beverage  pur¬ 
poses.  Irresponsible  druggists  and 
other  dealers  have  been  selling  de¬ 
natured  alcohol  under  such  circum¬ 
stances  as  to  assure  them  it  Is  used 
for  beverage  purposes.  This  brings 
on  the  most  terrible  results.  If  it  Is 
used  for  any  length  of  time,  blind¬ 
ness  inevitably  follows  and  Us  con¬ 
tinued  use  results  in  death. 

The  Revenue  Department  has  Just 
issued  a  circular  caltng  attention  to 
tlie  fact  that  denatured  alcohol  should 
not  be  sold  for  bathing  or  rubbing 
purposes,  as  It  Is  highly  Injurious  to 
the  skin  and  animal  tissues  The  new 
regulation  of  the  Department  (T.  D.  ; 
2914)  requires  on  all  new  labels,  af¬ 
ter  September  first,  the  printing  In 
large  letters  in  red  Ink  under  skull 
.hd  bones  symbol,  the  word  POISON 
ind  at  the  bottom  of  label  there  will 
ye  printed  the  following: 

“Completely  Denatured  Alcohol  1b 
a  violent  poison.  It  cannot  be  applied 
externally  to  human  or  animal  tissue 
without  seriously  Injurious  results. 
It  cannot  be  taken  internally  without 
inducing  blindness  and  general  physi¬ 
cal  decay,  ultimately  resullng  in 
death.' 

This  new  order  proves  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  safe-guarding  most  carefully 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  non- 
beverage  liquors  under  prohibition.  It 
Is  practically  Impossible  to  frame  a 
law  to  prevent  every  degenerate  from 
using  a  legitimate  alcoholic  com¬ 
pound  for  beverage  purposes.  It  Is 
equally  Inexcusable  to  enact  a  law 
which  affords  an  easy  means  for 
diverting  non-beverage  alcoholic  pre- 
arations  to  illegal  beverage  usee.  The 
proposed  prohibition  cods  will  reach 
;  many  of  these  evasions  that  are  now 
possible  under  exisitlng  laws. 

In  the  light  of  these  evasions  and 
Illegal  uses  of  non-beverage  alcohol, 
there  Is  good  reason  for  strengthen¬ 
ing  the  pending  Prohibition  Code.  It 
would  be  Inexcuslable  to  further 
weaken  it.
